Dentistry as an Aid to Diagnosis in Medicine* 
Arthur Elfenbaum, B.A., D.D.S., Chicago, Illinois 


here is a general sentiment among 
dentists that the medical profession 
is not sufficiently cooperative when 
consulted about the health status of a 
patient. The origin of the attitude prob- 
ably dates back to 
and beyond the dark 
ages when _physi- 
cians who prescribed 
medicine exclusive- 
ly, frowned upon all 
who resorted to sur- 
gery, including the 
extraction of teeth. 
It is unfortunate 
that most of the 
practitioners of den- 
tistry in those days 
were branded as quacks and toothbreak- 
ers. Despite the occasional illustrious 
name in early dental history, the practice 
was monopolized by barbers, blacksmiths 
and jewelers well into the 19th century, 
and the estrangement between medicine 
and dentistry had increased with the

years. A turning point was reached when. 


the first dental school in the world was 
opened in 1840 in Baltimore, Maryland. 
Instruction in the basic sciences and lec- 
tures in medical knowledge by physicians 
supplemented the courses in technical 
training, but progress was hampered by

the mushrooming of proprietary dental 
schools; it took 80 years to rid this coun- 
try of the last of them. Today every ac- 
credited dental school directs its teach- 
ing toward dentistry as a biological or 
biomechanical science rather than a pure- 
ly mechanical or cosmetic art. The mo- 
tivation stems from the realization that 
the mouth is an integral part of the body 
entity and that an oral disease (or dis- 
ease) may be correlated with a disease 
in any other part of the body .. . or of 
the mind. Of course, it is still understood, 
and always will be, that success in clin- 
ical dentistry depends to a great extent 
on the dexterity of the practitioner, but 
it is becoming increasingly evident that 
he is attaining his rightful recognition as 
a mouth physician in health service be- 
cause of his familiarity with the correla- 
tions between oral and systemic abnormal 
and pathologic conditions. 

As yet, not enough physicians are 
aware of this aspect of modern dentistry, 
although it is probable that the greatest 
stimulus to the teaching and practice of 
the biologic approach to all dental prob- 
lems came from medicine itself. Progress 
in medicine had experienced a listless 
existence during the dark ages, but it 
recovered rapidly, until at the moment 
its horizons have been extended so far 
that it appears to be beyond the capacity 
of one human mind to encompass it all. 
The curriculum in medical schools has 
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had to be remodeled to fit into a student’s 
schedule, and among the casualties we 
find oral pathology and oral medicine. 
The medical graduate of today assumes 
that the dentist is the authority on what- 
ever concerns the health and comfort of 
the mouth and whenever he refers to 
dentistry as a specialty of medicine, it is 
not because the dentist is in charge of a 
special de-part-ment (the separation of 
the syllables is significant) of the body, 
but because he has a special skill in re- 
storing the mouth to better function and 
more pleasing esthetics, a special knowl- 
edge of the tissues into which and upon 
which he places his restorations, pros- 
theses and appliances, and a special un- 
derstanding of the TOTAL PATIENT 
of whom those tissues are a part. 

The concept of the totality of the pa- 
tient is the basis on which this presenta- 
tion rests. It is this totality, rather than 
the detached masticatory mechanism, 
that should be considered whenever an 
oral problem arises. When a patient en- 
ters the dental office, he is not an artic- 
ulator with legs. He is a person who 
brings in with him his heredity and en- 
vironment, his vocation and avocations, 
his family and social life, a financial and 
cultural status, moods and thoughts, loves 
and hates . . . even his religion and pol- 
itics, and if any one of these is out of 
kilter, the disturbance, discomfort, dys- 
function or dysplasia is reflected some- 
where in his physical or psychological 
make-up. The manifestation is frequently 
found in the mouth, which is universally 
recognized as one of the most sensitive 
parts of the body, and when we examine 
it clinically and roentgenographically, the 
evidence of the imbalance in the patient’s 
totality may actually yell at us, almost 
loud enough to give us the diagnosis, but, 
alas, we do not yet fully understand the 
language. 

To understand oral-systemic correla- 
tions, the dentist no longer limits his ob- 
servations to the patient’s mouth. He 
recognizes and understands most of the 
abnormal signs visible on the exposed 
parts of the body and he is able to corre- 
late the subjective symptoms when the 


patient recounts his dental and medical 
history. The results of medical laboratory 
tests are not the enigma they used to 
be. The dentist is learning to acquire 
more pertinent information about the 
patient’s health from the physician and 
how to cooperate with him in the treat- 
ment. Armed with a mass of informa- 
tion, he is capable of selecting the appro-. 
priate correlations with the presented 
oral problem, establish a syndrome of 
symptoms and signs, arrive at the im- 
pression of a diagnosis, plan his own con- 
tributory treatment, and venture a prog- 
nosis based on the patient’s probable re- 
sponse to the medical and dental therapy. 
The patient who has the problem is 
given as much consideration as the prob- 
lem which the patient has. It must be 
assumed that the dentist possesses enough 
discretion to limit his diagnostic and 
therapeutic efforts according to his 
knowledge, experience and _ professional 
ethical standards. 

When the oral-systemic correlation is 
more or less obvious, the dentist needs 
only to assure himself that the patient 
is receiving, or will receive medical atten- 
tion, but when the signs and symptoms 
are strictly subclinical, and the dentist 
feels reasonably sure that the prognosis 
of his own treatment would be jeopard- 
ized without a physician’s services, then 
the dentist’s specialized knowledge really 
becomes an invaluable aid to diagnosis 
in medicine. 

If a patient who was formerly in ap- 
parently good health begins to develop 
a slight shuffle in his gait, a mild tremor 
in his fingers and a mask-like appearance 
on his face, the dentist should think of 
the possibility of early Parkinson’s dis- 
ease and advise the patient or his family 
that a physician should be consulted. The 
signs may be so slight that the patient 
is not aware of them, but if they are 
ignored, not only will the systemic con- 
dition become worse, but the patient will 
not be able to take care of his oral hy- 
giene or manage dentures. A patient who 
climbs a flight of stairs to the office and 
enters the reception room with his face 
flushed (cyanosis) and breathing with 


difficulty (dyspnea), may recover his 
composure by the time he enters the 
operatory, thus depriving the dentist of 
the opportunity of noticing the evidence 
of a possible heart failure, but if the 
patient loses his breath again when he 
tries to sit back in the dental chair. (or- 
thopnea) and if his ankles and hands 
are edematous, cardiac pathology should 
be suspected and the dentist must insist 
on medical cooperation. There is a haz- 
ard in subjecting such a patient to gen- 
eral anesthesia, anesthetics containing epi- 
nephrine, or to treatment which involves 
severe pain or fatigue. A woman with 
a lethargic expression, edematous eye- 
lids, pale and thick skin, thin and sparse 
hair, slow speech and heavy voice may 
have a hypothyroid condition known as 
myxedema. Such patients usually heal 
slowly and their bones show evidence of 
resorption. The patient who complains 
of painful burning tongue (glossodynia) 
and constant tiredness and has sores at 
the corners of the mouth (angular cheil- 
osis), a plexus of congested capillaries 
in the cornea of the eyes and protests 
against the brightness of the light (photo- 
phobia) , may be suffering from a vitamin 
B complex deficiency. These clinical 
manifestations are common among post- 
menopausal patients, and invariably they 
have difficulty with dentures unless their 
physical (and frequently their emotional) 
condition is improved. 

It should be noted that in the few 
instances presented, the dentist has not 
yet examined the mouth, but he is al- 
ready able to anticipate a number of 
problems which are specifically oral. It 
is most important to observe the patient 
and listen to his health history before 
looking into the mouth. 

When the clinical survey of the mouth 


is made, the dentist may discover many - 


more symptoms and signs that are re- 
lated to systemic pathology. Congenital 
syphilis is sometimes recognized from 
notched and bell-shaped incisor teeth 
when accompanied by eighth nerve deaf- 
ness and interstitial keratitis of the cornea. 
A toothache in clinically sound teeth— 
no caries, no restorations—may be caused 


by an acute maxillary sinusitis, diabetes, 
leukemia or syphilis. Several systemic dis- 
eases are often manifested in the oral 
mucosa before patients are conscious of 
them. The generalized fiery redness of 
gingivae may be one of the indications 
of a vitamin C deficiency which in its 
subclinical form is far more prevalent 
than we have assumed. The same bright 
redness may betoken an upper respira- 
tory infection or an allergy. A cyanotic 
redness usually accompanies cardiac or 
pulmonary disease, or polycythemia. 
When gingival bleeding persists and 
there are no local causes to account for 
it, the dentist should consider the pos- 
sibility of anomalies of the blood com- 
ponents (thrombocytopenic purpura, leu- 
kemia, pernicious anemia), blood vessel 
walls (scurvy, allergy, malnutrition), or 
the blood-forming organs (liver, spleen, 
bone marrow). In blood dyscrasias the 
dentist may also observe scarlet petechial 
spots on the buccal mucosa and arms 
and ecchymotic purple areas on the arms 
and legs, “black and blue” marks which 
result from easy bruising or without a 
history of trauma. Brown patches on the 
buccal mucosa may presage Addison’s 
disease (hypoadrenalism) or intestinal 
polyposis, but they should not be con- 
fused with the normal melanin pigmenta- 
tion in the mouths of many dark skinned 
people. White lesions which are charac- 
terized by a keratosis of the mucosal epi- 
thelium and occasionally develop into 
cancer, are assumed by many to indi- 
cate a deficiency of vitamin A. Atrophy 
of the papillae of the tongue in its various 
stages calls for a consideration of vitamin 
B complex deficiency, hormonal imbal- 
ance, anemia or emotional disturbances. 
Frequently all these conditions occur in 
combination and are further complicated 
by dryness of the mouth and perverted 
taste sensations. 

In recent years the dental roentgen- 
ogram has assumed importance in the 
diagnosis of systemic diseases. Before the 
teeth can be seen clinically, the dental 
roentgenogram may inform us that the 
eruption schedule is disturbed. If de-

Lab Technician Fined $5000 
Sentenced to One Year in Vandalia Prison 


A Joliet dental technician, John Boyden, has for many years openly violated pro- 
visions of the Illinois Dental Practice Act by taking impressions and making 
dentures directly to the public. On Monday, April 4, 1960, Circuit Court Judge 
James V. Bartley found Boyden guilty of violating a 1955 injunction which per- 
petually enjoined and restrained Boyden from practicing dentistry, taking impressions 
and making dentures for members of the public. In finding Boyden guilty of violating 
the injunction by continuing to render services to the public, Judge Bartley fined 
him $5000 and sentenced him to a year in the prison at Vandalia. 

This successful investigation and prosecution of Boyden results from the coopera- 
tive efforts of members of the Will-Grundy County Dental Society and local law 


enforcement officers and the Law Enforcement Division of the Illinois State Dental 
Society.

TELEPHONE DIRECTORY 
LISTINGS 


In an effort to help dentists avoid legal 
entanglements, the Commission on Leg- 
islation and Law Enforcement of the IIli- 
nois State Dental Society, recently sent 
letters to almost 1,000 Illinois dentists in- 
forming them of certain Dental Practice 
Act violations involved in their listings 
in classified telephone directories through- 
out the State. 

The 1959 amendment to the Act re- 
stricts a dentist to listing only his NAME, 
ADDRESS, and TELEPHONE NUM- 
BER, except that a licensed specialist 
may indicate the name of his specia!ty. 
Bold face type is prohibited. , 

Many dentists who received these let- 
ters have informed the Society that they 
placed certain wording in their listings 
as a result of suggestions from persons 
selling such listing space for publishers of 
classified sections of phone directories. 

Dentists have been given ample time 
to contact their phone companies in writ- 
ing and to order deletions of the illegal 
listings. It strongly is urged that each 
dentist keep a carbon copy of his com- 
munication and also copies of any replies 
he may receive. 

Illegal listing appearing in the next 
indicated issue of a telephone directory 
will result in a summons to appear before 
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the State Board of Dental Examiners. 
It is this eventuality that the Law En- 
forcement Commission hopes to prevent 
by its letters of notification.

layed, it may mean that the child is 
destined to be a dwarf or develop a 
dysostosis of the head and face. With the 
increasing knowledge of hormones, it may 
be possible to prevent the deformity. A 
precocious eruptive pattern may presage 
a hyperpituitary gigantism, hypergonad- 
ism, hyperthyroidism and adrenogenital 
syndrome or Albright’s syndrome. The 
absence of some or all of the tooth germs 
may point to an ectodermal dysplasia in 
which the patient also has thin, soft hair, 
photophobia and no sweat glands. Dental 
roots in which the foramina do not close 
are found in some cases of rickets, hypo- 
parathyroidism and juvenile diabetes. 
The character of the bone throughout 
the body often varies with changes in 
the health of a patient, and the dentist 
may be the first to detect it in the routine 
dental roentgenograms. The roentgen- 
ographic images may indicate that the 
bone was poorly calcified originally and 
never provided with adequate protein 
and other elements (osteoporosis) , or its 
components were resorbed (osteomala- 
cia). Malnutrition, vitamin deficiencies, 
Cushing’s disease, hyperparathyroidism, 
diabetes, rickets, Paget’s disease and the 
many forms of faulty protein metabolism 
involve bone loss, and when they first 
manifest themselves, the dentist may see 
the early evidence in the fading out or 
disappearance of the image of the alve- 
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olar lamina dura. It is gratifying to note 
that the periodontists are now ascribing 
more importance to systemic diseases as 
causative, contributing or precipitating 
factors in periodontal disease. 

No attempt has been made to catalog 
all the systemic diseases which have oral 
correlations. It has been estimated that 
there are some 250 of them, and several 
will be shown in the slides of clinical 
cases. Some oral diseases cause the sys- 
temic condition, a fact which recalls the 
theory of focal infection. Others are the 
effect of a systemic disease. For the mo- 
ment it must be re-emphasized that in 
many of the cases in which the dentist 
detects an oral-systemic correlation, the 
patient is often not aware of any symp- 
toms or signs. Because a dentist sees pa- 
tients more frequently than a physician 
and at shorter intervals and used roent- 
genograms more routinely, he can detect 
oral-systemic correlations in their early 
stages and note changes which help in 
a differential diagnosis. 

The time has come for the physician 
to recognize the dentist’s contribution to 
preventive medicine and better health 
service, and accept his cooperation, and 
since in almost all cases the physician 
continues with the treatment, the dentist 
should be doubly welcome. Eventually 
the public will learn of what is expected 
of a dentist and give him no choice but 
to accept his responsibility and practice 
dentistry accordingly. 

If and when all health service will be 
given in group-practice clinics in which 
dentists are members of the medical staff, 
there is every reason to believe that the 
patients will ultimately derive the full 
benefit. When that day arrives, dentistry, 
once the errant daughter of medicine, 
will again be taken into the warm and 
copious bosom of her mother, and to- 
gether they will live happily ever after.

nishing dentures to the public, or in any 
manner dealing directly with the public. 

Burgos, altho he has no scientific train-. 
ing—who actually is a factory hand— 
extracted several teeth for a Spanish 
speaking woman, who developed a severe 
infection and became seriously ill. Burgos 
preys upon Spanish speaking people, who 
have been led to believe that he actually 
is a dentist. He has advertised himself 
as “Gil Burgos—Dentist” in Spanish lan- 
guage newspapers, over certain radio sta- 
tions, and in Spanish-American phone 
directories. 

Burgos is one of five such fake dentists 
in Chicago. He is the first to be enjoined. 
Investigations are being carried on con- 
cerning the illegal activities of the others.
